sil estimated to be 100,000,000 years 
old Is n prized possession of the Car­ 
negie Institute of Technology here. 
I he fossil, found in a coal mine at 
Harmarsburg, Pa., is described by ge­ 
ologists as a “lepldodendron lanceola- 
tum,’’ a p lant which contributed great­ 
ly to the forming of coal deposits In 
the carboniferous era. 
The woody p art of the tree became 
carbonized with other branches that 
became coal and the fossil is almost 
as thin as paper.

We should not lose sight of the fact 
that in this session there are 172 in­ 
div idual minds; 136 in the house of 
representativ es and 36 in the sen­ 
ate. 
These 
men and women 
come 
from ev ery corner of the state and 
represent a constituency made up of 
all the citizens of Ohio! 
Some of these legislators are rich, 
some are 
poor; some come from the 
cities, some from farm s; some repre­ 
sent 
a poor 
constituency, 
some a 
w ealthy constituency; and they are all 
sent here to enact laws that will b e 
b eneficial to the people whom they 
represent, 
as indiv iduals. 
But 
on 
the other hand, they are expected col­ 
lectiv ely to enact laws which are b ene­ 
ficial to the entire state, as a unit. 
We often hear it said tha t we don’t 
need any new laws b ut this is a fal­ 
lacy, b ecause as tim es change new 
laws are necessary to keep pace with 
these changes. 
Then 
again 
these 
changes are not 
tak in g place 
in all 
sections of the state with the sam e d 
gree of 
regularity, with the 
result 
tha t these legislators gather together 
with nearly as m any opinions as there 
are indiv iduals. 
Conseq uently, it is 
necessary for the urb an representa­ 
tiv e to acq uaint him self with the v iew­ 
point of the rural m an and v ice v ersa 
Because of the ev er increasing de­ 
mand for pub lic im prov em ents; for 
the w elfare of the state; for b etter 
schools and other institutions of lean 
ing; for new 
office 
b uildings 
made 
necessary b y the grow th of the v ari­ 
ous departm ents 
of state, 
it takes 
more money for our gov ernm ent to 
function than form erly. 
The 
popular dem and is for lower 
taxes or at least no increase in taxes. 


So these fo lks hav e to so lv e the pro b­ 
lem o f ho w to 
raise mo re 
mo ney 
witho ut raising tax es. 
W ell, it just 
‘can’t be do ne. 
Any w ay if we sto p to analy ze the 
returns we g et fro m o ur tax es we o f­ 
ten wo nder if ihey are too high 
o r if 
we hav e only joined in a popular cry. 
We are not saying tha t the taxation 
system of Ohio or of the nation is 
perfect; we are not saying tha t all in­ 
dustries or all wealth is taxed on a 
perfectly equal b asis; perhaps some of 
our pub lic money is w asted or spent 
injudiciously; b ut that is only a v ery 
small per cent. 
Ev en in our priv ate 
liv es we all waste a little and we do 
not make ev ery dollar b uy a dollar s 
w orth of serv ice. 
Our pub lic officials 
are only hum an, ev en as you and 1, 
and we m ust not expect the super-hu­ 
man from them. 
Let us see some of the things we 
got in 
return 
for our 
taxes— our 
school system ; our city streets, our 
highways and b ridges; all pub lic in­ 
stitutions, such 
as asylum s, 
homes 
for the indigent, jails, penitentiaries 
pub lic 
hospitals, 
etc.; our 
street 
lights; police protection; fire protec­ 
tion; in fact ev erything we hav e that 
m akes the country 
b etter than the 
jungles of A frica comes as a result 
of our paying taxes. 
Ev eryb ody dem ands these necessi­ 
ties b ut w ants the other fellow to pay. 
Let us hope that the present Gen­ 
eral Assemb ly will take a b road v iew 
of the situation and will do nothing 
which will tend to retard progress in 
Ohio. 
W e occasionally hear it said that 
a road b uilding holiday m ight b e a 
good thing b ut we cannot conceiv e of 
such a condition.

100,000,000 Years Old 
Pittsburgh, Pa.—A tree branch fos­ 
sil estimated to be 100,000.000 years 
old Is a prized possession of the Car­ 
negie Institute of Technology here.
